Horses and Dronken 
Men. 


The freaks of drunken men.'take] turns 


that surprise everybody, themselves in- 
cluded, James BUeden had been attend- 
ing a gathering or friends, and in driving 
home took the St Paul railway track to 
cross the Kinnickinnick river on the 
railroad bridge. The bridge has for a 
bottom only ties placed about twenty- 
two inches apart, and the task of walk- 
ing across on a dark night is quite a 
ticklish one even for a sober man. For 
shine, and especially a horse controlled 
by a drunken driver, the task is well 
nigh impossible. Streden, however, was 
not sober enough to take in a greater 
fact Chan that a bridge lay before him 
and must be crossed. Therefore, when 
his horse hesitated for a moment, he aj - 
plied the whip, and the noble animal 
commenced his trip across on the bridge 
ties. Cautiously and very slowly the 
horse felt its way step by step till he 
had nearly completed hilf the disttno 
across, when the drunken man became 
impatient and struck the animal with hia 
whip. A false step, a stagger, and afinal 
plunge told the story of the hone's drop 
of fifteen feet into the water below. The 
wrench and snapping of the harness and 
tills threw Streden out, and he happily, 
followed the horse into the chill waters 
of the muddy river. The horse swam out 
and stumbled up an incline to the dock, 
while Streden, now nearly sober, was 
making an effort to keep his head above 
water. He suffered some scutches and 
bruises, but with the inexplicable luck 
of drunken men. 
he had no bones broken, 


and had suffered no internal injury. The 
buggy which remained lodged between 
the ties on the bridge was the most used 
up of the trip, and was removed before 
the next train was 
due. 


A farmer who had been to market in 


Philadelphia, fell asleep while he was 
driving home.

The wagon was 
turned upside down and the horses 
breaking loose, ran a considerable dis- 
tance before being caught. The farmer 
awoke. He was thrown out but not 
much injured. As he gathered himself 
up and stared (in bewilderment »t the 
wreck, hia first exclamation waa, "What 
smashed that wagon up that way ?'' 


A CALIFORNIA inventor has made a 


machine for pressing and drying pota- 
toes so that they will keep for veari,*yet 
preserve their natural flavor. No chem- 
icals are used in the operation of curing, 
everything being done by a simple ma- 
chine capable of pressing 600 bushels ol 
potatoes in twenty-four hours. The ma- 
chine not only p-esses the potatoes but 
lays them on a tray in concave form 
with the hollow side down. After the 
pressure they are put into a drying ap- 
paratus, where they remain tor twojhonrs, 
then they are grom.il into a coarse meal 
resembling cracked rice. The first ship- 
ment of these preserved potitoes to Liv- 
erpool, last year, brought a l»ig» profit. 
The average price ot potatoes in San 
Francisco is about 25 cents a bushel. 
Dried, they brought in England 4.") 
shillings a hundred weight, or at the 
rate of $1,50 
a bushel for green potatoes. 


This year preparations have been made 
for drying andfshipping large quantities. 
It is said there are SWU.OOO acres ef un- 
ruliivated land on the Western Slope of 
the coist range, near Han Francisco, es' 
peciatly adapted to potato-growing. The 
fogs and mists from the ocean yield suf- 
ficient moisture, and the soil yields 
bountifully. The only problem hereto- 
fore has been where to market the prod- 
uct.
